The Chair opened the public hearing and asked if anyone wished to testify in favor
of the special permit.

The oath was administered to Matt Steinhausen, applicant.

Steinhausen said he has been researching the house for more than four years and
said the house, which was built in the 1860's by Frederick Krull, a German
immigrant, is significant because it is one of the oldest homes in the county and
was constructed entirely of limestone, with the exception of the roof.

Steinhausen went on to explain that the house, which is essentially unaltered from
its original construction, is in poor condition but said he is confident it can be
restored.
